COTTON PRESSURE? 


Cotton Farmers Demand- 
ed Sea Transport in 1914 


—It Led to War

The United Estates sailed into the 


World War in 1917 on its merchant 
.ships. That is why today's debate on 
what U. S. merchant ships should and 
should not be allowed to do is vital. 


To say that shipping brought the 


United States into the World War 
is too simple. Other things helped— 
the munitions trade, European pro- 
paganda, financial involvements, nat- 
ural 
sympathies. But 
out of the 


effort to insist on certain right to 
a "free sea," 
in spite of war- con- 


ditions came the incidents that, led 
directly to the break with Germany. 


England declared war Aug 4. 1914. 


On Aug. G the first contraband list 
came to the United States— a list 
of articles which England proposed 
to seize if sent to her enemies. That 
had always been the custom in re- 
gard to arms and to food and other 
.supplies "useful to and destined for" 
enemy fighting forces. 


In 1909, there had been negotiated 


the -^Declaration of Lonaon?' This "at- 
tempted to put down the rules as to 
wTiat neutral countries could do and 
not do, could ship and not ship, and 
what countries at war could legally 
do about blockades, searches, and the 
like. The United States tried to get 
all the countries at war to subscribe 
to these definite rules. But Britain 
refused. She had never formally rati- 
fied the Declaration, and when the 
World War began Britain immediately 
threw it overboard. 


By October, 1914, the United States 


gave up any attempt to get tl^se rules 
adhered to, and fell back on vague and 
contradictory 
precedents known 
as 


'international law." 


That is where the U. S. stands today, 


except for a specific embargo by 
statute on export of arms. 


Outbreak of war wrecked United 


States trade instantly. The 1914 cot- 
ton crop brought a loss of $250,000,000 
even before cotton was declared con- 
traband. Pressure from cotton farm- 
er to guarantee to American ships 
the right to carry cotton to all buy- 
ers was immediate. The same pres-

Americans Want Their Washing 


Americans are. in some ways, an even funnier race than the French art 


alleged to be in the words of the old song. Come war or revolution, come wea 
or wee, they want their creature comforts. 


The complaints of some of the passengers on the Iroquois that the passag 


hc'meward from Europe was rough and the service terrible makes us think o 
one of the greatest of the short stories of W. Somerset Maugham, which h 
called "Mr. Harrington's Washing." 


Mr. Harrington was an American in Russia at the time of the revolution, 


seeking certain contracts. So thoroughly inculcated in him were his mid- 
western ways, that he had no understanding whatever of what was going on 
wound Rim" He saw everything in terms of his own life and home surround- 
iner. A meek enough man. Mr. Harrington stood by until he got his contract, 
from a cynical official who finally signed it knowing that his government was 
rioc'.ned and that it meant nothing. As revolution lowered overhead, Mr. 
Harrington was finally persuaded to leave the city, but insisted that no decent 
ptrson. would do so without proper clean shirts. His laundry Had been sent 
cui. and those slovenly Russians, who never seemed to do anything right, had 
n« returned it. That the talk of revolution could really be serious never entered 
Mr. Harrington's head. Such things simply didn't happen. So he went out into 
the dark streets to get his washing. 


But the patrols of irresponsible soldiers and revolutionaries roaming the 


streets were intent on other things than Mr. Harrington and his laundry. The 
next morning anxious friends found Mr. Harrington sprawled in a gutter, 
riddled with bullets, a futile and pathetic package of laundry still grasped in 
his cold hand. 


A few of the Americans in Europe for the summer holidays seem to have a 


little of Mr. Harrington's spirit. They resent that Europe should interrupt their 
holidays with a mere war, and they do not propose to be bothered by it And 
when ships are sent to bring them home, there are some to complain that the 
ships did not rile s'moothly in a storm, and that cabin accommodations and 
service were pretty poor. 


The State Department has now announced officially, that "each American 


citizen in belligerent countries desiring to come back has had an opportunity 
to return." Ambassador Kennedy has twice warned Americans in England to 
go home unless their business was urgent and necessary. Six weeks of actual 
war have followed at least two weeks of urgent crisis. Yet ships returning from 
Europe come in half-loaded. 


There is a war going on in Europe. Europeans arc serious about it, even if 


a few America^ seem not to be. Will the time come when the United States 
is asked to go to war to defend the rights of Americans summer trippers to 
travel through war zones in staterooms with private bath?

Since that time doctors here have 


been practicing gentle manipulation of 
the bones. They do not believe that 
the method is frequently successful in 
children over four years of age. 


The possibility of surgical opera- 


tions to control these conditions still 
remains. In serious cases the surgeon 
can open the joint. In a small per- 
centage of cases which are seen very 
early in life and in which the ab- 
normalities are slight, gentle manipu- 
lation can bring about restoration to 
normal. 


This is no work for ,an amateur. It 


involves some of Che most highly ex- 
pert 
training and practice that is 


known to medical science. 


When the joint is opened, the opera- 


tion is also a serious one because of 
the size of the joint and the amount of 
tissue that has to be controlled. Rec- 
ords show a considerable number of 
cases that have been benefited by mod- 
ern orthopedic science. 


Experts continue to study these cases 


with a hope of still further improve- 
ment in technic that will enable more 
persons who require this work, and 
who otherwise would pass through life 
greatly crippled, to obtain useful func 
tioning joints.
